DIRECTIONS FOR ORDERING. 


Please observe the following Directions in giving orders, as it will often 
avoid errors and unnecessary delays. 


Orders for Sash should state the size of the glass, number of lights in window, 
Fe thickness, whether plain or check rail, glazed or unglazed. For segment or circle 
corner windows, always give the radius of the segment and circle corner, otherwise 
we shall make our regular radius, which is the width of the window. For circle 
head, segment head, and circle corner windows, always state whether they are 
wanted to finish circle inside and outside, like Plans 1 and 3, on page 11, or to 
finish circle on outside only, as Plans 2 and 4 on same page; also, where frames 
are made, we should have width and height of frame in the clear, and if not 


regular Western sizes give size of openings. 


Orders for Doors should state size, thickness, number of panels and quality; if 
moulded, say if one or both sides, flushed or raised moulding ; if more than five 
panels make sketch. 


Orders for Outside Blinds should state size of glass, number of lights in window, 
pad Mil TA ed cho Dace al 
thickness of blinds, stationary or rolling slats; if for segment head windows, give 
radius of segment; also state if for wood or brick building. 


Orders for Inside Blinds should state exact size of opening, the number of folds 
(width of box, if any), and if panels or slats, and where biinds are to be cut. 


Orders for Frames should state whether for a frame or brick building; if for a brick 
building, give thickness of wall; if for a frame building, give width of studding, 
and whether outside or inside, or both. For Window Frames, state if for plain 
or check rail sash, with or without pulleys. For inside door jambs, give the width 
of the jamb. 


Orders for Mouldings should give plainly the number of the Moulding. We use 
the new Universal Book. (See Last Pages.)

Plans and drawings in detail should accompany all complicated orders, and speci- 
fication giving bill of items, sizes, and the quality of material required, thereby saving 
delay and cost of alterations. 


In ordering Sash, Doors, and Blinds always give the width first. Use terms, when 
practicable, as given in this book.

DOORS. 


No. 1 Doors.—Material in No. 1 Doors must be clear with exception that water stain and white 
sap and small pin knots not exceeding one-fourth inch in diameter may be admitted. Work- 
manship must be good. The Standard No. 1 Door may be glued, wedged, and pinned, or glued 
tenons without pins. 

No. 2 Doors.—Material in No. 2 Doors may contain knots not to exceed three-quarters inch 
in diameter, and blue sap showing on both sides not to exceed fifty per cent in any one piece of 
the Door, and gum spots showing on one side only, and other slight defects, but the total number 
of defects (not including blue sap) shall not exceed ten in number on each side. Slight defects in 
workmanship admitted. 

No. 3 Doors.—Material in No. 3 Doors may contain stained sap and knots not exceeding one and 
one-half inches in diameter, also small worm holes showing on one side only and slight streaks of 
fine shake, Fifteen defects other than sap stains and worm holes on each side may be allowed, also 


slight defects in workmanship. Panels made of woods other than white pine are admitted. 


WINDOWS. 


Check Rail Windows may contain not to exceed two knots in each piece of the sash, said 
knots not to exceed three-eighths inch in diameter. White sap and a small amount of blue sap 
may be admitted. Workmanship must be good. 

Plain Rail Windows and Sash may contain blue sap and (small) knots, 


BLINDS. 


Outside Blinds must be made of clear lumber, except that small, sound pin knots and white sap 


may be admitted. Werkmanship must be good.

When the distance from lower sash to face of casing is not less than 134 inches, the blinds 
should be hung between stop beads. Give evact width between 1x2 and 8x4, and from window 
stool to window cap. 

When the distance from lower sash to face of casing is less than 1% inches; or, if the top 
of window frame is segment or circle, the blinds should be hung on face of casing. Give exact 
distance from points Ax B, and CxD, which should be from 1 inch to 114 inches back of 1x2 
and 8x4. Give length from window stool to a point 5 inches above window cap. 

We furnish brackets for blinds when it is necessary to hang them on face of casing. 

The above directions will apply for measuring for all ordinary windows. —

When a flight of stairs is wanted, we should know the height of story from floor 
to floor, width of joists in second story, width and run of stairs, the size of cylinder, 
style of base used in the hall, with rough sketch showing about the shape of stairs 
wanted. 

FOR STAIR RAILING, STRAIGHT FLIGHT, 


We require the width of rise and step as sawed out on string board, the number of 
risers, the ‘size of cylinder from face to face of string or face board, which way it 
turns at head of stairs, and the number of feet of straight rail required at landing. 
Unless we receive plan showing otherwise, we always suppose the top riser for a 
straight flight of stairs to be placed at the edge or spring of cylinder. 


FOR CIRCULAR OR WINDING STAIRS, 


We should have an exact plan of stairs as built, giving the width of rise and step, the : 
location of risers in cylinder, etc.; and, when there are straight steps below or above 
the cylinder, always give the distance from the first square riser to the edge or spring 

line of cylinder, on the face of string or face board. Always write your address in 4 
full on the plans. ‘
